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WHERE THE GRAVENSTEIN GROWS 


HE GOLD RIDGE FRUIT BELT, a comparatively small area of 
exceptionally rich and fertile land, is located in Sonoma County, 
approximately fifty miles north of San Francisco. The market- 
ing center of the district is Sebastopol, a thriving city of 3000 
population. 

The Gold Ridge Fruit Belt is some seven miles in width 

by about fourteen miles in length. Its eastern boundary is a 
marshy stream known as the Laguna, twelve miles in length and flowing 
northward, where it empties into Mark West Creek near the junction of 
that stream with the Russian River. Its western boundary is the crests of 
the low-lying hills of the Coast Range. Beyond this range the land dips 
abruptly to the Pacific Ocean. Two miles west of the Laguna and flowing 
in a similar direction, almost at a parallel, is Green Valley Creek. The low 
ridge of sandy loam between the two streams together with the foothill land 
west of Green Valley Creek constitute the Gold Ridge Fruit Belt. 





Sebastopol and Other Towns 
sebastepcl is the largest populaticn center in the Gold Ridge Fruit Belt. 
It is an incorporated city with a population of about 3000. It is the hub of 
the electrical system which serves the entire district and the western 
terminus of the Northwestern Pacific branch line from Santa Rosa. 
There are two solid banks in Sebastopol with deposits of over one 
million dollars, a live newspaper, a mammoth cannery, a winery operated by

the famous Italian-Swiss Colony, a large pre-cooling berry shipping plant, 
six fruit packing establishments, two machine shops and other industries. 


Located in the city is the Analy Township Union High School which 
takes care of the pupils from fourteen school districts. The high school 
building erected a few years ago cost $30,000. The Sebastopol grade school 
building cost $25,000 and nine teachers are employed. 

The city has municipally owned adequate and up-to-date water and 
sewer systems, five miles of cement walks and excellently kept asphaltum 
streets. 

Other towns in the district are Graton, three miles north of Se- 
bastopol, in the heart of the fertile Green Valley; Forestville, seven miles 
northwest, at the extreme north end of the Gold Ridge Fruit Belt; Vine 
Hill, Pleasant Hill, Spring Hill, Hessel and Stony Point. 

Not the least of the attractions of the Sebastopol section are the op- 
portunities ‘for spending here many enjoyable days in the pursuit of out- 
door pleasures. Nature has been extremely lavish in bestowing upon the 
surrounding country a wealth of wonderful scenic beauty. The Russian 
River, which flows through the country, directly north of the Sebastopol 
section, is a favorite rendezvous and camping ground for vacationists from 
all over the state. Magnificent redwoods shelter the river’s banks. Swim- 
ming, boating, fishing and hunting are at their best. Thousands of visitors 
come to this section each summer lured by the beauty of the country. With- 
in the county and not far distant from Sebastopol are points of historic 
interest, Mission Sonoma, General Vallejo’s fort and. remnants of the early 
Russian settlement of this section of California.

The Spitzenburg leads in general favor after 
the Gravenstein. 


The Gravenstein is the earliest market apple, ripening about the first 
week in July. The earliest shipment on record was made at Sebastopol on 
July 1st. The crop is generally all shipped out by the end of August. Because 
of its early harvest the Grevenstein comes into the market without com- 


petition, and hence encounters a practically limitless demand. 


A careful computation gives the following estimate on the cost of a 
ten-acre apple orchard: Ten acres of good land at $225 per acre, $2250; prep- 
aration of ground at $5 per acre, $50; cost of trees at fifteen cents each, 
seventy-five trees to the acre, $112.50; cost of planting at $5 per acre, $50; 
care of orchard for eight years, or until trees are in bearing, at $15 per acre, 
$1200; total cost of ten-acre bearing orchard, $3662.50, or $366 per acre. This 
estimate is an average and not the minimum. 


During the period between the planting and harvesting of the initial 
crop the grower may obtain excellent returns from berries planted between 
the tree rows, a custom which has been generally followed in the Sebastopol 
district. 

An idea of the extent of the industry may be gained by a study of the 
shipments. During the year 1914 the records show that 250 cars of Grav- 
ensteins were shipped fresh. Approximately 300 cars of all other varieties 
were also shipped as fresh fruit. The Gravensteins went largely into the 
Eastern markets, while the later apples were sold locally. 


Besides the fresh fruit shipments, between 10,000 to 12,000 tons of ap-

ples or 1500 to 1800 tons dried product, were dried, and 500 tons were sent 
to the canneries and vinegar factories. 


There is practically no loss from the apple crop, every particle of the 
fruit now being used. One grower realized $300 last year from the sale of 
peelings and cores to a vinegar factory, the refuse from his drying house. 


The average yield per acre in a good bearing orchard varies from 
300 to 1000 boxes. One grower whose trees are from twelve to twenty- 
five years old, gives eight as the average number of packed boxes to the 
tree; to the heaviest yielding trees, twenty-five boxes. Seventy-five per 
cent. of his crop is packed and marketed green, while twenty-five per cent. 
is sold as dried fruit. He obtains an average of six cents per pound for his 
dried fruit and an average of seventy-five cents per box for his packed 
fruit. Another grower with a twenty-year-old orchard, averages seven packed 
boxes general run to the tree, with an average of fourteen boxes to the 
heaviest yielding trees in his orchard. Seventy-five per cent. of his crop goes 
on the market as fresh fruit and twenty-two per cent. is dried, the remain- 
ing three per cent. being sold as vinegar apples. This grower obtains an 
average of six cents per pound for his dried fruit and seventy-five cents per 
box for his fresh fruit. His orchard is at an elevation of 600 feet.
